Dr. Lowry, who is president 
of the Foundation for Religious 
Action in the Social and Civil Or­ 
der. 
talked 
about 
communism, 
discussed in a symposium what 
pupils should be taught in the 
schools 
about communism 
and 
concluded with an address on 
“The Resources of American Tra­ 
dition and Freedom.” 
"P O D " TITLE UNFORTUNATE 
During the day he delivered a 
number of opinions not only on 
communism but on Bible reading 
and prayer in the public schools, 
the test-ban treaty, wheat sales 
to the Soviets and proposed that 
a new title be found for the school 
course "Problems of Democracy.” 
He called the “ POD” title “ un­ 
fortunate" and agreed with 
a 
questioner 
that 
the 
emphasis 
should be on the “ great affirma­ 
tions of democracy rather than 
on its problems.” 
Dr. Lowry said: 
“There are 
two things I would like to see done 
in our teaching. We've got to 
get ethics back into our teaching 
at every level and we must teach 
the 
great 
American 
traditions, 
starting 
in 
the 
elementary 
grades.” 
"A V ER Y BAD THING" 
In answer to questions, 
Dr. 
Lowry said he would “ go along 
on the test-ban treaty as a cal­ 
culated risk” but has “ an open 
mind” on the wheat sale pro­ 
posals. 
On Bible reading and prayer in 
the schools, he said: “ A revolu­ 
tion has been foisted upon the 
American 
people 
from 
above. 
While rights of minorities must 
be protected, it’s a very bad thing 
for majorities to have no rights 
at all and it's a very grave thing 
when we turn out backs upon a 
practice of the American people 
from colonial times. 
“ It’s more than a little ridicu­ 
lous that you teachers have to 
work in devotions that go around

WILL CLEAR 130 
ACRES OF LAND 
IN PARK HERE 


Secretary of the Interior Stew­ 
art L. Udall has announced that 
a $75,000 accelerated works pro­ 
gram has been approved for the 
Gettysburg National Park to clear 
and grub 130 acres of battlefield 
grounds which have become over­ 
grown with brush over the past 
IOO years. 
Park Superintendent Kittridge 
Wing announced today that work 
will begin immediately on the 
project which will create 180-man 
months of employment. 
Approximately 50 to 75 local 
men will be needed for the job 
and Wing said that all applica­ 
tions for employment must be 
placed at the local office of the 
Bureau of Employment Security. 
Work will commence as soon as 
workmen are available. Most of 
the work will be hand work, he 
said, although a bulldozer will be 
used in the areas of light woods 
growth. 
EA R LY COMPLETION 
"This is the first real oppor­ 
tunity we have had to reclaim 
some of the old battlefield,” Wing 
said. The areas include lands ad­ 
joining Devil’s Den and Little 
Round Top and other sections 
which were meadow and farm­ 
lands in 1863. 
The project must be completed 
by January 31, 1964, he added. 
The Gettysburg project is one 
of two in Pennsylvania to be ap­ 
proved by the administration and 
is one of 35 programs in 
18 
states and the Virgin Islands. A 
total of $1,988,000 has been ap­ 
propriated for the projects, which 
will provide 105,000 man-months 
of employment in many states.

An amendment to the borough’s 
garbage collection ordinance do­

After it was read, additional dis­ 
cussion took place over whether it 
should be referred to committee, 
or voted on at Monday's meeting. 
It finally was referred to commit­ 
tee by a 5 to 2 vote. 
And after the lengthy debates 
disclosed among other things that 
council has been operating by 
custom rather than by any written 
rules of order, council voted that 
in the future council will follow 
Roberts’ Rules of Order except in 
any instance when Pennsylvania 
law may conflict with those rules 
of parliamentary procedure. 
FOUND NO RU LES 
Councilman Thrush said he had 
been unable to discover any di 
rective made by the council since 
its establishment in 1806 lisping 
any Hiles for procedure at coun­ 
cil meetings. 
The question of procedure came 
first when President Guise ruled 
the reading of the proposed ordi­ 
nance amendment out of order 
about halfway through the read­ 
ing. Councilman Richard Smith 
had presented the 
amendment. 
The dispute arose between Thrush 
and Guise. Thrush claimed that 
under ordinary rules the reading 
of an ordinance is rn order when 
presented by a councilman dur­ 
ing his turn in the rotation of 
discussion among the councilmen.

should come through the health 
committee which is charged with 
that responsibility. 
Discussion then followed on the 
immediate need for such an ordi­ 
nance change since the present li­ 
cense of the Adams Sanitation Co. 
does not expire until August, 1964. 
Thrush explained that the pro­

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Former President Eisenhower Would 
Like To See Open Battle Among CO P 
Delegates On Future Course Of Party 


ID IT O r* NOTI _ How doe, 
former President Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower size up various facets of 
tho political picture with an elec­ 
tion year in the offing? 
Jack Bell, Associated Press po­ 
litical writer, and Marvin L. Ar­ 
rowsmith, who covered the White 
House for the AP during the eight 
years Eisenhower was president, 
interviewed him and here is the 
•tory.

Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower wants Republicans to 
battle out policy differences pub­ 
licly at the 1954 convention— 
and then pick a presidential can­ 
didate best representing majority 
views proclaimed in a terse party 
platform. 
In an interview with The Asso­ 
ciated Press, Eisenhower said he 
would "like to see a good lively 
fight" among delegates on the 
GOP's course. In this way "you 
could have the feeling of consen­ 
sus of Republican thought" in the 
choice of presidential and vice 
presidential nominees. 
Eisenhower, who wants this sort 
of wide-open policy debate on the 
convention floor, met with AP 
reporters in his office on the Get­ 
tysburg College campus. Here are 
other points he made in a far- 
ranging discussion of political mat­ 
ters: 
CLEAR UP VIEWS 
—He believes he may have been 
mistaken in interpretation of some 
rf th* views of Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water, particularly on repeal of 
th* graduated income tax. But 
Eisenhower also still believes that 
before the Arizona senator "can 
be considered a truly serious can 
didate, he has to do his best to 
make his views clear"—in presi­ 
dential primaries and otherwise- 
on such matters as foreign policy, 
medical care for the aged, fiscal 
responsibility, the farm problem 
and civil rights. 
—He has "kept very still in ex 
pressing a personal preference" 
for the presidential nomination be 
cause "I have no intention of try 
ing to be a kingmaker." But he 
dunks three or lour men he de­ 
clined to name are more highly 
qualified than others to be prest 
dent. 
NIXON CHANCES 
—Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon has told him he wah 
removing himself absolutely from 
the 1964 presidential nomination 
contest. "But," says Eisenhower. 
**I suppose that if suddenly there 
was a wave of support that threw 
him again into the race, there 
would be no question about his 
capacity to perform the job.'' 
Question: Mr. President, you 
had quite a bit of experience in 
the field. What kind of a president 
do you think Kennedy is making? 
Gen. Eisenhower: One thing I 
have always avoided is dealing in 
personalities. But I will say that 
in almost every domestic program 
I see what I consider is a degree 
of, if not recklessness, at least of 
carelessness in our budgetary af­ 
fairs, so that there are few domes 
tic programs, that he has ad 
canoed, that I could agree with 
wholly. 
ON GOLDWATER 
Q. The other day you wrote that 
you are unclear on precisely what 
ar* 
Sen. 
Coldwater’* 
present 
views. You called on him anti 
other Republican presidential pos­ 
sibilities to state their views clear 
ly. On what particular issues are 
you unclear about Coldwater? Do 
they indude, for example, tivil 
rights? 
A. I don’t know exactly what he 
has said about civil rights, but I 
think he has probably taken a 
moderate course. I believe he 
m int believe, like all of us, in 
progress in this field. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, I believe in just as 
fast progress as we can make, but 
it must not be so impulsive as to 
be destructive. 
MAY BE MISTAKEN 
Q. Sen. Coldwater professed 
W malf to be mystified, saying he 
thought be had made his views 
on the issues very clear. 
A. I may have been mistaken, 
bid I thought at one time he had 


argued for complete repeal of the 
graduated income tax. In this I 
have been told that I was mistak­ 
en. But a couple of weeks ago, in 
an interview, he Aaid he was 
against it in principle. He thought 
the only practical thing to do was 
keep the graduated tax in 
proper bounds, useful bounds, that 
would do the least damage to in­ 
centives and our capabilities of 
accumulating reinvestment capi­ 
tal while we were getting the nec­ 
essary revenues to run the coun­ 
try. 
VIEWS ARE CLOSE 
I accept this attitude, except 
that I believe the graduated in­ 
come tax is, within reason, cor­ 
rect in principle, too. I think un­ 
questionably his view now is one 
that would be close to mine. But 
there have been a number of his 
views in the past that my friends 
and I, in our talks, have just not 
known in detail. 
I assume that if he come* into 
a position of candidacy, that he 
will try to take each of these 
things—the farm problem, sound 
fiscal proposals, foreign affairs 
and whatever—that he will define 
his approach in terms that a man 
can say, "I can take this," or, "I 
would object to this." 
Q. Specifically, on civil rights 
Coldwater has said he is opposed 
to what is called the public ac­ 
commodations proposal. I wonder 
what your view on that particular 
proposal is? 
CITES AMENDMENTS 
A. Personally, I would think if 
we are going to get into this 
thing as a matter of law, and if 
you could get it passed, we should 
base 
our 
effort 
on 
the 
14th 
and 15th Amendments (to the 
Constitution). 
If I had to vote on this thing 
on the theory that the interstate 
commerce clause (of the Consti­ 
tution) would give you the neces­ 
sary authority to establish such a 
law. and enact it and enforce it. 
I would be very doubtful. I can’t 
believe the framers of our Consti­ 
tution would try to take the inter 
state commerce clause and make 
it apply to a little filling station or 
a hamburger place, so as to regu 
late who could come in there and 
who couldn’t. 
I would hope that here we would 
have an awful lot of moral sua. 
skin—as much as law—because I 
can see many ways that you 
probably could settle this thing. 
GOP CAN WIN 
Q. An i n c u m b e n t president 
usually is supposed to have the 
odds on his side. What makes you 
think that a Republican can beat 
Kennedy next year? I assume you 
think that. 
A. Yes, I do. I think, of course, 
you have to have the right com­ 
bination. You have to clearly es­ 
tablish a clean-cut program of ac­ 
tion. This you do in your platform. 
Then you have to have a candi­ 
date who can appeal to the people 
in the mass with the logic of his 
position, pointing up where he can 
do things better than his predeces­ 
sor, and one who enjoys the re­ 
spect of the United States. 
And along with that, he should 
have a very fine vice presidential 
nominee who would do the same 
things. 
I have kept very still in express 
ing a personal preference in this 
field. I want to see every possible 
candidate putting his personal 
program or personal platform be 
fore the public. Then let it be de­ 
bated.

American Protestant observer at 
the Vatican Ecumenical Council. 
"Pope Paul VI," said the Rev. 
Dr. Douglas Horton, "is trying to 
break down all the barriers be­ 
tween himself and the rest of the 
Christian 
w o r l d 
without, 
of 
course impairing what he be­ 
lieves to be the standards of the 
Catholic church." 
Dr. Horton, a former dean of 
the Harvard Divinity School, is an 
observer for four million mem­ 
bers of churches affiliated to the 
Internat t o n a l Congregationalist 
Council. He is one of 63 non- 
Catholic observers. 
Most non-Catholic observers at 
the Council appear to share Dr. 
Horton’s view. 
They have been hospitably wel­ 
comed to Rome At the Council 
sessions in St. Peter’s basilica 
they occupy privileged seats close 
to the presiding prelate and the 
papal throne Some observers say 
they have been told they need not 
pick up the hotel bills for their 
two-month stay. 
Said the 73-year-old Dr. Horton: 
"The dialogue is established 
and it’s not going to be interrupt­ 
ed. In the United States. Protes­ 
tants and Catholics are beginning 
to talk to each other at all lev­ 
els."

The Adams County grand jury, 
headed by Foreman E. Glenn Raf- 
fensperger, South St., toured the 
county buildings Monday after­ 
noon. In its report the jury said: 
“We commend the commissioners 
for the exterior of the courthouse. 
We consider it one of the nicest 
in the state of Pennsylvania.” 
The grand jury also commended

An additional fire 
esc.ipe is needed, the court said, 
and plans call for the fire escape 
to come up into the courtroom 
at about the spot where the pres­ 
ent jury box is.located. The jury 
box will be moved to the north 
side of the courtroom and the 
probation office will be moved to 
the general area where the men's 
restroom and consulting room are 
now, while the present probation 
office will be turned into rest 
rooms. 
In IU report the grand jury 
added: “We commend the jani­ 
tors for the condition of the court­ 
house and we noted that the clerk 
of court’s room was crowded.” 
Speaking of the jail, the jury 
said.

CAN BE AID TO 
SAVERS ALSO

NKW YORK (AP)—Competition 
can be a boon to savers as well 
as to the spenders it usually is 
credited with helping. For con- 
mimers competition is supposed 
to hold down prices. For savers 
it can boost the rewards. 
And many who could put aside 
a few dollars from the weekly 
paycheck have been able of late 
to get higher yields—up to five 
per cent fro msome Southern Cal­ 
ifornia savingsinstitutions. 
This is thanks to the compe­ 
tition among the many haven® for 
savings—and also thanks to the 
increasing number of those who 
borrow. Where borrowers multi­ 
ply. savers prosper — if things 
don’t go too far. Some warnings 
about that are being made now 
by federal agencies. 


BROAD IN FLU EN CES 
Increased interest rates, both 
on some forms of loans and for 
the savings from which loans are 
made, have also been influenced 
by international politics in today’s 
complicated world of finance. The 
U.S. government has encouraged 
higher rates on some forms of 
savings, to keep money at home 
rather than letting it go abroad 
where foreigners already have too 
many surplus dollars for our com 
fort when it comes to settling in­ 
ternational payments. 
But mostly, savers have been 
wooed because the demand for 
mortgages, installment loans and 
other forms of credit—particular 
ly in fast growing areas of the 
nation—has been so insistent that 
lending institutions were compel 
tag for available funds. 
Competition to raise money for 
the mortgage market in Southern 
Calfomia has led several sav 
ings and loans associations to 
raise dividends to five per cent 
This has brought an expression 
of concern from Joseph P. Mc­ 
Murray. chairman of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, which 
regulates federally chartered as­ 
sociations. He says “hasty rate 
increases'’ might lead to federal 
restrictions.

—Formation of a provisional 
government to rally the forces of 
free Cubans. 
—A leakproof blockade of all 
strategic traffic into Cuba. 
—A quarantine to isolate Cuba 
from Communist subversion. 
—Imposition of tough penalties 
against all blockade runners. 
—Prepare for the rehabilitation 
of Cuba after Premier Fidel Cas­ 
tro and Russians leave that eoun- 
try. 
—Initiate a no-quarter political 
and psychological o f f e n s i v e 
against Castro and Communist 
aggression to be reinforced by a 
demand for an immediate end to 
the Russian occupation of Cuba.

A few dollars and a few 
hours work building a guard rail 
is the best investment in safety

When carrying 
loads up and down stairs, keep 
them small and carry them to the 
side so you can see each step. 
In your kitchen, take time to 
wipe up spills and keep the floor 
free 
Follow these mottoes: 
If you spill it. wipe it up. 
If you drop it, pick it up. 
AVOID SCATTER RUGS 
Avoid scatter rugs. They may 
turn into flying carpets and if 
this happens the decorative val­ 
ue isn’t worth the accident haz­ 
ard 
If you must use them be 
sure they are well anchored, or 
have nonskid mats under them. 
Any floor that is waxed should 
be well buffed to make it less 
slippery, 
Good lighting aids vision and 
means less danger of tripping. 
Stairways especially need excel­ 
lent lighting. Be sure bedroom 
lights can be turned on without 
getting out of bed. especially for 
elder folks.

If the polish is not com­ 
pletely removed, the stains some­ 
times ignite or burn when the 
garment is pressed. 
Since stains have a tendency 
to "set" the longer they stay in 
fabrics, the harder they become 
to remove.
